Sun Facts

WASHINGTON — A way-out 
American satellite called 
Pioneer VI has turned up 
some “unexpected findings 
about the sun. 

A preliminary report on 
Pioneer's scientific look at the 
sun to date shows: 


@ The solar wind — 
supersonic stream of hot gas 
and particles boiling off the 
sun — arrives at the space- 
craft as much as 10 degrees 
off a straight line. between the 
sun and spacecraft, Hitherto, 
it was thought that the solar 
wind raced through space in a 
straight line. 


@ Cosmic rays generated 
by flare-ups on the sun 
apparently surge through 
space in well-defined streams. 


Less orderly, however, is the’

“flap” back and forth and 
suddenly to change in in-

There’s No Need To Drown 
A Goodly Part of Alaska

Alaska, the largest of the 
fifty states, a magnificent 
wilderness empire stretching 
from the temperate zone to 
- hundreds of miles north of the 
Arctic Circle, has long excited 
men’s imaginations. 

Not very surprisingly, 
‘Alaska is the suggested set- 
ting for the single most 
grandiose dam ever envisaged 
in North America. This is the 
proposed Rampart Dam on 
the Yukon River that would 
flood 8,000,000 acres, create a 
huge man-made lake 280 miles 
long and bigger than Lake 
Erie, cost approximately two 
billion dollars and take 30 
years to complete. 

The sponsors conceive of 
Rampart Dam as a magnet 
drawing aluminum plants and 
other industries in need of 
cheap hydroelectric power 
and transforming a _ wild, 
remote, almost unpopulated 
country into a busy, settled, 
money-making area, a veri- 
table Texas of the North. 

Splendid as the dream may 
be, a heavy barrage of facts 
has just shot it to the ground. 
The Natural Resources Coun- 
cil of America has released a 
detailed economic analysis of 
Rampart Dam prepared by a 
group of experts headed by 
Dr, Stephen H. Spurr, dean of 
the University of Michigan 
graduate school. 

The Spurr Report makes 
clear that Rampart Dam has 
little to recommend it except 
its: monumental size and cost. 
The report stresses that low- 


limate, distance from mar- 
ets, high’ labor costs, high

cost of living . . . Cheap 
electricity is important, but 
its availability will not per- 
form miracjes."’ : 

Since even in the case of 
aluminum, electricity repre- 
sents only about 13 per cent of 
the gross value of production, 
the electricity generated by 
Rampart Dam would have to 
be given away free to offset 
the higher transportation and 
labor costs in Alaska, 

As for Alaska’s normal 
growth, the number of people 
could double in the next 
twenty years and their use for 
electricity could quadruple, 
and they still would not need 
more than one-fifth of the 
generating capacity that the 
Rampart Dam would provide. 


The Ecology 


The Spurr Report also 
evaluates the ecological as- 
pects of the dam. Two years 
ago, the U.S. Fish and Wild- 
life Service advised against 
the dam, characterizing the 
adverse effects of birds, 
animals and fish as the worst 
of any projeet in the history 
of this continent, Dr, Spurr 
and his colleagues not only 
confirm. these apprehensions 
but also describe the earlier 
estimates of damage as “con 
servative.”’ 


There is no need to drown a 
goodly part of Alaska in order 
to develop the rest of it 
industrially, The Spurr Report 
suggests several practical 
projects that could be under- 
taken immediately and that 
would enhance Alaska's pros- 
perity effectively without 
creating an economic and 
ecological nightmare,
